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EXT. AFRICAN WASTELAND - DAY 



A desert. Long stretches of nothing, occasional vegetation. 
Some bushes. In the middle, huddled over and eating fruit, 
are a group of humans . 

They're hunched, dark-skinned, wearing almost nothing - their 
manner is uncouth and uncivilized. They are some of the 
earliest humans on the planet. 

As they eat their food, one of them looks over and notices 
one particular bush. There's nothing special about the bush - 
for a few seconds. 

Suddenly, it bursts into flame. 

The lone human yells in surprise and gets the attention of 
his fellow tribesmen. 

They see the burning bush, and drop their food. They amble 
over to it. 

The humans, amazed, try to touch the fire, but recoil upon 
being burnt by it. They dare not try to cut down the bush 
without touching the fire. 

As they goggle over this new phenomenon, mysterious particles 
of some sort emanate out of the fire and begin to surround 
the humans ' heads . 

Their expressions gradually change from those of anger and 
terror to wonder. 

They start to yell, and whoop, and holler. The most important 
event in human history has just taken place.

TO: 



EXT. AFRICAN WASTELAND - DAY 
CAPTION: 100,000 YEARS LATER 

A lone figure walks in the same area that humans discovered 
fire. It's actually mostly unchanged - there are now cities 
in the distance, but nothing has been built here. 

He's dressed in non-human clothing, and strides with a 
purpose. 

He's in roughly the same plot of land where the bush caught 
on fire. 
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VELT 

Mirror, Mirror, where 's the Mirror? 

Silence. 

VELT (CONT'D) 
. . .what am I even looking for? 

Suddenly, his eye catches a glimmer - and as he walks 
forward, a leering smile creeps over his face. 

It's some sort of void - imperceptible from most angels, and 
showing the image of some fiery hellhole. 

FIGURE 

Lovely. 

The figure pulls out a sonic screwdriver. He aims it at the 
void. 

Suddenly, the TARDIS's wheezing, groaning noise is heard. 

The figure, alarmed, turns around. His face is a mix of fury 
and confusion. 

He points his sonic screwdriver in the direction of the 
rapidly materializing TARDIS.

INT. TARDIS 

CLARA and THE DOCTOR stand at the console of the TARDIS as it 
makes a giant thump - it's landed. 

CLARA 

Excellent! Thank you for the ride! 

THE DOCTOR 
You know, you could have called a 
taxi to take you home. The TARDIS 
is an ancient and incredibly 
powerful spaceship. 

CLARA 

Oh, as if you have anything better 
to do than ferry me around. 

THE DOCTOR 

I might ! 

CLARA 

Hmm. . . nope, sorry, don't believe 
you. Besides, it's scary and 
dangerous for a girl on her own at 
night. 

Clara begins gathering her bags . 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
Now, did you make sure to land in 
the right place this time? I don't 
want another adventure in Tokyo . 

THE DOCTOR 
This is the right place, I'm sure. 

CLARA 

I should be good from here, then, 
the street is very well - 



EXT. LONDON STREET - NIGHT - CONTINUOUS 

She opens the TARDIS doors, only to find that all the 
streetlights, house lights, and every other kind of light has 
gone dark. 

CLARA 

- lit. . . Doctor? 



The Doctor scrambles outside to see the darkness. 



CLARA (CONT'D) 
There's no light anywhere. Did you 
land us on a remote island again? 

THE DOCTOR 
Well... it's not Tokyo. 

CLARA 

So it's a blackout. Great. 



The Doctor pulls out his sonic screwdriver and waves 
around. 



THE DOCTOR 
No electrical issues. 

He runs up to a lamp-post and waves the sonic at it. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Lightbulbs aren't broken, and... 
ooooh. That's very interesting. 

CLARA 
What is it? 



THE DOCTOR 
It's still giving off heat. 

CLARA 
It's still working? 

THE DOCTOR 
They all are. Question is: why 
aren't they giving off any light? 
It's like the light particles have 
been... altered, maybe. Eliminated? 
Stolen? 



CLARA 
Is that possible? 

THE DOCTOR 
Clara, do you know what this means? 

CLARA 

What? 

The Doctor holds the silence for a second. 



THE DOCTOR 
You can see the stars... very 
clearly. 
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He points up delightedly. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Look at them! Very clear! No light 
pollution . 

CLARA 

Doctor, that's not the point. 

THE DOCTOR 
Actually, Clara, it very much is 
the point. I can't see any light 
pollution here, which means that a 
very large area has been affected, 
it's not just this street. It also 
means... I will need camouflage. 

CLARA 
Camouflage? 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes! Wait here. I'm going to go get 
my jumper on. 

The Doctor starts to run to the TARDIS. 

CLARA 

The one that looks like it has 
stars on it?! 

THE DOCTOR 
That's the one! 

The Doctor closes the TARDIS. 

CLARA 

Doctor! The whole point of this was 
for me to not be alone! In the 
dark! In the middle of the night I 

She stomps up to the TARDIS. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 

Doctor! 

She huffs, crosses he arms and leans against the TARDIS. 

Suddenly, the wheezing, groaning sound begins and the TARDIS 
starts to dematerialize . 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
What?! No! Doctor, what are you 
doing? ! 
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The TARDIS disappears. Clara, nervous, turns around. All is 
dark around her. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
Okay, my flat's not too far. 

A car crash is heard in the distance. She walks very quickly 
down the street. 

CUT TO: 



INT. TARDIS 

The Doctor looks out from his wardrobe. He's noticed the 
TARDIS activating. 

Suddenly, the whole thing violently shakes, throwing the 
Doctor off. He gets up. 

THE DOCTOR 

What . . . 

He turns around to see a mysterious figure in the console 
room, holding up a small instrument that pulses with light. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
You ' re not human . What are you 
doing on my ship? 

VELT 

Hello, Doctor. Pleased to finally 
meet you. 

THE DOCTOR 
I asked you a question. 

VELT 

I'm going to answer it eventually. 
But not until you've said hello. 

THE DOCTOR 
Have you ever been shoved out of a 
TARDIS airlock? It's not so much 
air out there as the fabric of 
reality, but it's unpleasant. 

The mysterious figure chuckles . 

VELT 

Okay, no hello. My name is Velt, 
and as you can see I have just 
taken a part of the TARDIS 's core. 
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He holds up the light he has in his hands - it's encased 
inside a sonic screwdriver, vibrantly pulsing. 

THE DOCTOR 
I don't think you realize just what 
you have in your hands there. 

VELT 

I know exactly what it is, that's 
why I took it. 

(cradles the screwdriver) 
This... is The Spark. The light 
from the beginning of the universe. 
It's what the TARDIS runs on, and 
now. . . now I have a little TARDIS 
in my hands ! 

THE DOCTOR 
How did you manage to steal that? 
There's nothing else as powerful as 
a TARDIS core you could take that 
with. 

VELT 

Well, look what I have! 

Velt pulls out another sonic screwdriver, this one barely 
giving off any light. 

He knocks them together briefly, and they shoot off sparks. 

VELT (CONT'D) 
Same core, two different points in 
time. I got it from myself, a few 
days ago. I had my fun, and now I'm 
using it to steal itself from the 
past. Don't you love recursive time 
loops? 

THE DOCTOR 
That little spark won't last long, 
separated from the core. 

VELT 

I know it'll last me for what I 
want to do. After all, I already 
did it. Now, Doctor, I want to show 
you a magic trick. 

Velt clicks his sonic screwdriver and all the lights on the 
TARDIS shimmer, then zip into the screwdriver. 

It's totally dark, and the console room stops humming. 
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The Doctor looks around in horror. 

THE DOCTOR 
It was you! 

Velt eagerly nods . 

VELT 

The light that gave birth to all 
lights, Doctor. Now all the lights 
are about to return to it. And here 
you are, stranded God-knows -where 
in space-time! How lovely! You've 
been such a big help, Doctor, you 
and the TARDIS. I hope you don't 
die, wherever you are. So long! 

Velt clicks the photon screwdriver again and starts to 
dematerialize, with a high-pitched version of the TARDIS 's 
wheezing effect. 

The Doctor stumbles around in the darkened TARDIS, then roars 
in anger and knocks over a pile of books . 

He makes his way to the doors and throws them open. He takes 
a look at where he's landed. 

THE DOCTOR 
( intrigued) 

Ah. 
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INT. CLARA'S FLAT - NIGHT 

Clara arrives in her darkened apartment and quickly closes 
the door. She sighs in relief. 

Noticing her light switch, she flips it back and forth a few 
times. Nothing. 

She turns the TV on, but it just gives off a test signal 
sound. Nothing on screen. 

Clara walks to her kitchen and turns on the radio. A voice 
comes through. 

RADIO 

-very, looting and rioting. 
Incidents of mass panic and a 
general feeling of dread are 
sweeping the nation right now. Once 
again, citizens are advised to stay 
in their homes with all entrances 
secured. 

CLARA 

(realizing something) 
Danny. 

She opens up her phone and quickly dials . 
The phone rings once, twice, before being answered. 

DANNY ( 0 . S . ) 

Clara? 

CLARA 
Danny! Are you okay? 

DANNY ( 0 . S . ) 
Clara! You're finally back! 

CLARA 

Danny, what's going on? Is there a 
blackout where you are? 

DANNY ( 0 . S . ) 
It's worldwide, Clara. Or very 
nearly. Whole cities have been 
going dark, it's a panic. Nobody 
knows why. 
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CLARA 

The Doctor might know. But... he's 
gone. He hopped in the TARDIS and 
took off. Right after he found out 
about the blackout! That's so not 
like him. . . 

Silence on the line. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 

Danny? 

DANNY ( 0 . S . ) 
Okay, okay... I think this is 
starting to come together now. 

CLARA 

Sorry? 

DANNY ( 0 . S . ) 
It's been a confusing couple of 
days . I need to tell you about 
what's happened. 



EXT. PARK - DAY 

CAPTION: TWO DAYS AGO 

Danny is reading on a park bench. 

Suddenly, the Doctor pops up behind him. 

THE DOCTOR 

P.E. ! ! ! 

DANNY 

Aah! 

THE DOCTOR 
(unhalting) 
P.E., where's Clara, do you know? 

DANNY 

Doctor, what are you doing in 
public? 

THE DOCTOR 
Clara, I need to find Clara! 
Alternatively, I need to know the 
date . 



CUT TO: 



DANNY 
It's the 19th. 



THE DOCTOR 
Of what? What month? What year? I 
don't keep track of these things, 
P.E., Clara always does that for 
me . 

DANNY 

September 19th! 2014! And I thought 
Clara was with you! 

THE DOCTOR 

Is she? 

DANNY 
You don't know? 

THE DOCTOR 
She might be with a me . . . but not 
now me! 

DANNY 

What are you talking about? 
The Doctor catches sight of a lamp-post. 

THE DOCTOR 

Danny. 

Danny is surprised at being called his name. 

DANNY 

Yeah? 

THE DOCTOR 
Have there been any blackouts? 

DANNY 

Blackouts? 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes. Electrical faults? You 
wouldn't have missed it. It would 
be huge. 

DANNY 
No . . . nothing. 

THE DOCTOR 
September 19th... that's only two 
days before when we landed. 

(MORE) 
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THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Ohhh, the TARDIS must have panicked 
from being in the middle of a time 
loop and brought us right outside 
it, which means... 

DANNY 

Time loop? 

THE DOCTOR 
...September 19th, Clara and I were 
in... Tokyo. Oh, that was no fun. 
Really wishing we had hurried up 
now. 

DANNY 

Doctor, is something wrong? Is 
there another... alien... threat? 

The Doctor turns around and faces Danny. 

THE DOCTOR 
There's a maniac who's just been 
gifted a powerful weapon by his 
future self, and Clara's not going 
to be here for two days . That means 
you're my new companion. Let's go. 

The Doctor walks off. 

DANNY 

What do you mean, companion? 
Doctor? ! 

CUT TO: 



INT. SPACESHIP 

Velt sits alone in a one-man ship orbiting a foreign planet. 
He's sobbing. What the heck? 

Velt hears a high-pitched wheezing noise, and turns around. 

Another Velt has just appeared in the extremely small storage 
space in the back. 

FUTURE VELT 
Bloody hell! Ugh, I've never hated 
this ship more. We really need to 
upgrade. 



The original Velt is shocked, and tries to rise, but the 
limited space of the cabin prevents him from doing much ■ 
that . 



PAST VELT 
Who are you? ! 

FUTURE VELT 
I'm you, from the future. 

PAST VELT 
What?! Since when could I time 
travel? ! 

FUTURE VELT 
Since you got this. 

He holds out the sonic screwdriver. 

Past Velt is astonished. 

FUTURE VELT (CONT'D) 
Go on, take it. My gift to you. 

Past Velt shakily reaches out a hand and takes it. 

PAST VELT 
I can time travel with this? 

FUTURE VELT 
Teleport, too. Anywhere in time and 
space! But, ah, there's a battery 
life to it, so I'd better fill you 
in on my plan. Trust me, you're 
gonna love it. I did. 

PAST VELT 
Plan? What plan? 

FUTURE VELT 
The plan to steal the Alchemist's 
Mirror, of course. 

Past Velt is, once again, astonished. 

FUTURE VELT (CONT'D) 
We'll make Marinda a proper queen. 
And then she'll love us. Doesn't 
that sound wonderful? 



PAST VELT 
.more than anything. 



FUTURE VELT 
Then listen up... 

They begin talking about this mysterious plan. 

CUT TO: 



INT. DANNY'S CAR - DAY 

Danny and the Doctor sit uncomfortably in the car. Danny has 
both hands on the wheel, fidgeting. The Doctor has his head 
pressed against the glass. They're stuck in traffic. 

THE DOCTOR 
How does anyone get around in these 
horrible death-machines? 

DANNY 

Don't you have a spaceship? Why not 
use that? 

THE DOCTOR 
Because all the power got sucked 
out. Battery's dead. It just needs 
a j ump . 

DANNY 

From what? 

THE DOCTOR 
A time-traveler, someone who's been 
in it before. 

DANNY 

And you can't do it because... 

THE DOCTOR 
All the excess time radiation was 
suctioned off me when Velt drained 
the power. Clara has traveled in 
the TARDIS but wasn't in it when it 
happened, so I need Clara. 

DANNY 

Well, you've got me. I've been in 
the TARDIS! 

THE DOCTOR 
But you haven't traveled in it! 



DANNY 

You didn ' t want me to ! 



THE DOCTOR 
Well, don't listen to me! I'm an 
idiot! 

The car stops. 

DANNY 
We're here. 

The Doctor runs out. 

DANNY (CONT'D) 

Doctor! 

They're at a weather institute. The Doctor is running up to 
the door. Danny gets out and runs after him. 

DANNY (CONT'D) 
Doctor, explain this to me. 

THE DOCTOR 
What do you want? 

DANNY 

Explain. 

THE DOCTOR 
Oh, good, you're acting like a 
companion already. I arrived here 
two days in the future - widespread 
blackouts , maybe even worldwide . 
Widespread means he's not just 
going around on foot stealing 
light. So what covers a huge amount 
of ground quickly? 

DANNY 

A plane? 

THE DOCTOR 
No, no. Too tricky to teleport 
onto. If I were him, I'd get into a 
satellite. Drain the Earth as it 
spins around. 

The Doctor opens the front door. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Now come on. 



INT. WEATHER STATION 



The station is bustling with workers. Behind a pane of glass 
is a green screen with a meteorologist gesturing to it, and a 
television crew filming him. 

DANNY 

Why here? 

THE DOCTOR 
He's gotten himself a satellite. 
All I need to do is find out which 
one . 

A security guard walks up to him. 

GUARD 

Oi, who are you? 

THE DOCTOR 
Me? I am a certified weather- 
teller, and this is my assistant 
weather-teller . 

GUARD 

Assistant? 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes. Go on, Daniel, tell us some 
weather. 

DANNY 

Urn... we're inside, so there is 
none . 

THE DOCTOR 
Look at him, he's a prodigy. He'll 
make head weather-teller in no 
time, don't you think? 

GUARD 

I'm going to need to see some 
identification . 

THE DOCTOR 
Here's my qualifications. 

The Doctor holds up his psychic paper. The guard grabs and 
looks at it. 

GUARD 

I . . . did not know Oxford gave out 
degrees in... this says "weather- 
telling" . 



The Doctor grabs his psychic paper. 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes, I was top of my class in 
Licking My Finger and Pointing It 
in the Air 101, are we done here? 

GUARD 

Sure. . . 

THE DOCTOR 

Great. 

The Doctor shoves past the guard, and Danny follows. 

They walk into a room with a couple of computers that contain 
satellite feeds. 

The Doctor hops on one and rapidly starts inputting commands . 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Time to give these satellites a 
boost. 

He points the sonic screwdriver at the computer. 

The screen shows a weather satellite suddenly sprout lines 
and start connecting to other on-screen satellites. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
There! We'll know soon enough. 

Meanwhile, in the main filming studio, the meteorologist's 
green-screen image of the weather over Great Britain starts 
crackling . 

METEOROLOGIST 
There ' s a storm front coming in 
soon. . . 

Suddenly, a live feed of the Doctor's face pops up in its 
place. 

METEOROLOGIST (CONT'D) 
( unaware ) 
It's going to be fairly nasty and 
grey, as you can see here... 

In dentist's offices, homes, and bars around the country, 
people are treated to the bizarre image of the Doctor glaring 
at them. 
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THE DOCTOR 
(onscreen) 
Do these computers have webcams? 

A little boy and girl watching in their home are clearly 
upset. 

BOY 

Mummy, what's going on? Why are his 
eyebrows so scary? 

The mother makes to change the channel, but before she can, 
the light from the television, the room, everything - all 
gets sucked up and shoots out of the room. 

This happens in every spot in the country that we'd 
previously seen. 

In the station, Danny and the Doctor also see all lights 
around them fly away. They're stunned. 

DANNY 

Doctor, is this what you were 
talking about? 

THE DOCTOR 

Yes. 

DANNY 

Did you at least see which 
satellite it was? 

THE DOCTOR 
It's not a satellite. He has his 
own ship. It's over Britain right 
now, which is why we've gone dark, 
but it'll keep orbiting all over 
the Earth, until... 

DANNY 

A complete worldwide blackout? 

THE DOCTOR 
Every artificial light on the 
planet, gone out. Unfixable. 

Danny sighs and takes out a lighter. He strikes it a few 
times . 

DANNY 

Can't see anything here... 

It catches successfully, but instead of fire, there's just a 
weird shimmering - a flame without light. 



DANNY (CONT'D) 

Doctor. . . 



The Doctor sees Danny's lighter and examines it very closely, 
by putting his face right up next to it. 

THE DOCTOR 
Still radiating heat. Now that's 
something, isn't it? 

DANNY 

How is this possible? 

THE DOCTOR 
I don't know, but if it is... what 
about the sunlight? 

Danny and the Doctor look at each other and then run outside. 



EXT. WEATHER STATION 

Outside, the sun is shining just like normal. 

Danny and the Doctor run outside and see this, then stop in 
their tracks, relieved. 

Danny strikes his lighter and it does the same thing. No 
light comes from it. 

THE DOCTOR 
But if you could steal light, why 
can't you steal sunlight? 

DANNY 

I don't know, maybe it's easier to 
steal the Earth's light than to 
steal the Sun. 

THE DOCTOR 
The Sun. The Sun... Shut up, shut 
up ! 

DANNY 

What? 

THE DOCTOR 
What was that he said on the 
TARDIS? 

A flashback to Velt on the TARDIS. 
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VELT 

"The light that gave birth to all 
lights, Doctor. Now the lights are 
about to return to it . " 

Unf lashback. 

THE DOCTOR 
The light that gave birth to all 
lights, what if he wasn't talking 
about the TARDIS core? What if he 
was talking about the Sun? 

DANNY 

How does that make any sense? 

THE DOCTOR 
The Sun was the very first light 
for humanity! Ancient man saw the 
Sun and they saw that light could 
be a thing. They saw that they 
could harness that. You made fire, 
and lightbulbs , and torches, to put 
the Sun where normally it couldn't 
go. 

DANNY 

So he wants to... return the light? 
What will that accomplish? 

THE DOCTOR 
I don't know... I don't know. 
Moreover, I don't know what we can 
do about it until Clara gets here. 

Danny looks ahead, determined. 

DANNY 

Massive blackouts, it'll be chaos. 
We need to help. That's what a 
doctor is supposed to do, right? 

THE DOCTOR 

. . .yes . 



CUT TO: 



INT. CLARA'S FLAT - NIGHT 

Clara hears the end of the story, astonished. 



DANNY 

So that's what we've been doing for 
the last two days . Offering people 
rides, telling them what's going 
on. Doctor went over to UNIT and 
tried to study the properties of 
light with them, but no luck there. 

CLARA 
Are you okay? 

DANNY 

Yeah, we're okay. Couple of close 
shaves, though. Riots. Collapsing 
infrastructure. People are scared, 
Clara. More than I would even 
expect. It's like they lost all 
hope immediately. 

CLARA 

So what are we going to do? 
DANNY 

Nothing we can do without the 
TARDIS. That's why we need you. Do 
you know that scrapyard near Coal 
Hill School? 

Clara nods and gets up. 

CUT TO: 



EXT. SCRAPYARD - NIGHT 

Clara makes her way into the scrapyard at 76 Totter 's Lane. 

There's the TARDIS, and standing in front of it are Danny and 
the Doctor. 

They both break out in grins on seeing her. 

CUT TO: 



INT. TARDIS 

Clara's hand moves toward the TARDIS console. 
When it touches it, a small spark emits. 

CLARA 

Ow! 
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She shakes her hand. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
That was rude of it. 

The TARDIS begins to power up. 

The Doctor is extremely pleased and begins to run around and 
turn levers . 

DANNY 

So now can we travel back and 
prevent this whole thing from 
happening? 

THE DOCTOR 
Wouldn't work. He created a time 
loop and the TARDIS is at the 
epicenter of it. We can't cross our 
own time stream. Best idea is to 
find out what he wants to do, and 
stop him. 

DANNY 

He wants to take all the light and 
put it somewhere else, God knows 
why. Maybe he hates humans? 

THE DOCTOR 
Maybe. But there must be something 
special about the Sun. 

CLARA 

Like what? 

The Doctor presses some buttons. 

THE DOCTOR 
Let's see, shall we? 

He turns a lever. 
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EXT . SPACE 

Floating along in the blackness of space is a giant, ancient 
mirror. 

We can see the TARDIS appear. 
Clara opens the door to look. 

CLARA 

What on Earth is that? 

The Doctor pops out behind her. 

THE DOCTOR 
It's not the Earth. This is the 
birth of the Sun we're seeing... 
oh. That. 

They goggle at the mirror for a second. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
I suppose an explanation for that 
would be nice. 

CLARA 

Is that the Sun? 

As she talks, a mass of dust forms and swirls around it. 

THE DOCTOR 
No... that's the Sun's core! 

The Doctor comes to an epiphany. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Shut up. Shut up! I know this. I 
know what that is . It's, it ' s it ' s 
it ' s . . . 

He turns around and points . 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
The Alchemist's Mirror! It's been 
here this whole time! 

DANNY 

What the hell is an Alchemist ' s 
Mirror? 
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THE DOCTOR 
A very old, very powerful device 
that can implant ideas . 

CLARA 

Implant them into where? 

THE DOCTOR 
Living species. 

DANNY 
Like humans? 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes! That must be it! The Mirror is 
the core of the Sun! The Mirror 
reflected the light of the Sun onto 
the nearest sentient species - gave 
them light, and fire! 

CLARA 

But he's gathering up all the light 
to send back to the Sun, what will 
that do? 

THE DOCTOR 
He wants the Mirror . What ' s 
preventing him from getting the 
Mirror? 

CLARA 

Urn, it's in the middle of a burning 
star. 

THE DOCTOR 
Right! The equipment to walk on a 
star is complex and expensive. 
Better to just stop it burning. 

CLARA 

But how is he going to do that with 
light? 

DANNY 

It's like maths. 

THE DOCTOR 
What would a P.E. teacher know 
about maths? 

Silence. 



CLARA 
Go on, Danny. 



DANNY 

Yeah, so... like an equation, you 
know? 

Danny runs over to the Doctor's chalkboard and writes "X=Y" 
on it. 

The Doctor almost says something to stop Danny from touching 
his stuff, but thinks better of it. 

DANNY (CONT'D) 
X is the Sun's light, and Y is the 
Earth's light. They're about as 
bright as each other if you gather 
them all up, so they equal each 
other. What can you do when two 
variables on either side of an 
equation are equal? 

CLARA 

Urn. . . 

THE DOCTOR 
Cancel them out. Oh, no. Ohhh, no. 

CLARA 

Wait, so does that mean... 
DANNY 

Yeah, if he takes the light and 
somehow returns it... 

THE DOCTOR 
. . .he can turn off the Sun. 

Clara is stunned. 

CLARA 

Well, then... we have to stop him! 
DANNY 

But he could be anywhere. Any time. 

THE DOCTOR 
No, he's still in your present. 
Time travel takes more energy than 
that little screwdriver he stole 
has. The only question is where, 
and for that... we just have to 
look in the Mirror. 



The TARDIS flies out to the Mirror and we see a desert 
reflected in its surface. 



Now knowing where it's going, the TARDIS dematerializes . 

CUT TO: 



EXT. WASTELAND - DAY 

Return to the cold open - Velt has found the other side of 
the Alchemist's Mirror, but hears the TARDIS noise and whips 
out his sonic screwdriver. 

The TARDIS materializes. 

Out steps the Doctor, holding his screwdriver pointing at 
Velt. Clara and Danny come out after him. 

It's a standoff. 

VELT 

How did you get here? I deactivated 
your TARDIS. 

THE DOCTOR 
It's quite simple if you know the 
first thing about what you're 
breaking into. All I need is a time 
traveler with radiation still 
clinging to them. 

CLARA 
That'd be me. Hi. 

VELT 

You reactivated the TARDIS? 
CLARA 

Yep. Now stop pointing that 
screwdriver at us, we know it's not 
a weapon. 

VELT 

It's leverage. The longer I keep 
this around, the more humanity 
descends into darkness - in more 
than one way. 

DANNY 
What do you mean? 



VELT 

I took away the light - from the 
planet and from your heads ! 



THE DOCTOR 

What? 



VELT 

Go ahead - try and remember what a 
lightbulb looks like when it's on. 

Danny and the Doctor look concerned. Clara looks unconvinced. 

VELT (CONT'D) 
Can't, can you? That's what happens 
when you get an idea from the 
Alchemist's Mirror. Take away the 
thing, and the idea disappears as 
well. I take away the light - 
humans stop being able to visualize 
light . 

THE DOCTOR 
So what? You plunge humanity back 
into a dark age? 

VELT 

Oh, no. No, no, no. 

Beat . 

VELT (CONT'D) 
That's just collateral damage. 

THE DOCTOR 
You're insane. 

VELT 

I'm not insane! I just don't care 
about what happens to humans ! Good 
thing, too, because they're about 
to get an even worse surprise. 

The Doctor, angry, advances towards him, screwdriver still 
aloft. 

THE DOCTOR 
You're not doing a single thing 
more . 

VELT 

What do you think I've been doing 
this entire time we've been 
talking? 

CLARA 
Urn. . . stalling? 
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VELT 

Aiming ! 

Without looking, Velt quickly points his screwdriver behind 
him, at the other side of the Mirror, and shoots. 

THE DOCTOR 

No! I I 

A brief, blinding flash of light erupts, and then everything 
settles down. Everyone looks around. 

CLARA 
Nothing happened? 

THE DOCTOR 
No. . . look! 

He points to the Sun. 

It's stopped burning - it's just a huge black rock in the 
middle of the sky now. 

DANNY 
Oh, no. Oh, no. 

CLARA 

Doctor, why aren't we dead, the 
Sun's been turned off! 

The Doctor has his eyes closed, muttering to himself 
furiously . 

CLARA (CONT'D) 

Doctor? ! 

The Doctor opens his eyes. 

THE DOCTOR 
Eight minutes . 

CLARA 

What? 

THE DOCTOR 
It takes eight minutes for light 
and heat from the Sun to reach 
Earth. Now that it's out, that's 
how long we have. Eight minutes 
until the world suddenly snap- 
freezes and we all die. 



VELT 

Oh, I guess I'd better work quickly 
then! 

THE DOCTOR 
You! You've just doomed us all, 
including yourself! 

VELT 

How do you figure? 

THE DOCTOR 
Look at your screwdriver. 

The Doctor points at Velt's sonic screwdriver. It's totally 
out of juice. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
You can't go anywhere with that, 
you've used it all up. 

VELT 

Oh. Hm. I guess you can have it 
then. Catch! 

Velt tosses the screwdriver to Clara. Caught off guard, she 
catches it, but it sparks when it touches her. 

CLARA 
Ow! That was rude - 

She stops cold when she realizes what just happened. 

On the ground, the mini-TARDIS screwdriver powers up again. 

Velt runs over, shoves Clara aside and grabs it. 

VELT 

This should be good! Thank you. 
He presses a button on the screwdriver, and dematerializes . 

THE DOCTOR 

NO 1 1 I 

Velt is gone. The Doctor, Danny and Clara are alone. 
The Doctor is stunned. 

DANNY 

Doctor! 
He gives Clara a hand up. 
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THE DOCTOR 

I. . . 

DANNY 

Doctor, he's going after the 
Mirror! We have to catch him! 

The Doctor snaps back to his senses. 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes. Yes, in the TARDIS! Go! We 
don't have much time! 

They all run into the TARDIS, which dematerializes . 



INT. TARDIS - CONTINUOUS 

The TARDIS is shaking, flying through space as fast as it 
can. 

THE DOCTOR 
There he is! 

We see Velt's ship taking off, dragging the Mirror in its 
traction beam. 

DANNY 

Doctor, he's dematerializing! 

The Doctor looks at a monitor and sees that Danny's right. 
Velt's whole ship, including the Mirror, is disappearing. 

Rather than being horrified, though, the Doctor looks almost 
pleased. 

THE DOCTOR 
Idiot. Can't very well use a TARDIS 
core to escape the same TARDIS. 

He flips some switches . 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Now we know exactly where he's 
going. 

Velt's ship and the Mirror fly through the time vortex, with 
the Doctor's TARDIS in hot pursuit. 



EXT. TOWN - DAY 



We see a marketplace on a temperate alien planet. 

Various species weave to and fro in their bustle. Excited 
talking. 

It is here the TARDIS materializes. 
The Doctor and Clara run out immediately. 
Danny runs out and accidentally knocks someone over. 

DANNY 

Sorry, sorry! In a hurry! 

Danny looks over at the Doctor, who is shrewdly surveying the 
scene. 

DANNY (CONT'D) 
We're in a hurry, aren't we? 

THE DOCTOR 
Not so much, I don't think. The 
landing was imprecise. We might 
have arrived a little later than he 
did. 

DANNY 

So the Earth's already gone?! 

THE DOCTOR 
From our perspective right now, 
yes. If we can get the Mirror, 
though, we can come right back just 
a few seconds after we left and put 
it right. Now apologize to the nice 
lady you knocked over. 

Danny looks ashamedly at the alien lady who has picked 
herself up and dusted herself off. 

DANNY 
Sorry, urn... miss. 

ALIEN LADY 
That's fine, young man. Of course 
you'd be in a hurry. Lots to do to 
prepare for Queen Marinda's visit! 
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DANNY 

...right. Absolutely. 

The lady walks off and Danny turns to Clara. 

DANNY (CONT'D) 
She was speaking English. 

CLARA 

They all do, the TARDIS lets us 
understand anything. Wow, this is 
your first trip to an alien planet, 
isn't it? 

DANNY 

Yeah, it's... something. 

THE DOCTOR 
No time for the normal rundown. 
Velt got here and used the Mirror 
for something, so what is it? 

CLARA 

Hey, you! 

Clara yells at a passerby, who looks confused and then walks 
over to her. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
Do you know a Velt? 

PASSERBY 

Er . . . no . 

CLARA 

Alchemist's Mirror, that mean 
anything to you? 

PASSERBY 

No, sorry. 

Clara turns back to Danny and the Doctor. 

CLARA 
Well, there you go. 

THE DOCTOR 
Thank you, Clara, but I think we 
should get a larger sample size. 

PASSERBY 

Are we done with the questions? I 
have to prepare for Queen Marinda's 
arrival. 
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Clara turns back around. 

CLARA 

Who's this Queen Marinda, then? 

PASSERBY 
You- you don't know who Queen 
Marinda is? 

CLARA 
No, should I? 

PASSERBY 

Well, everybody in town knows who 
Queen Marinda is! It's 
inconceivable that you couldn't! 

CLARA 

Not from 'round here, sorry. 
PASSERBY 

Well... she's the Queen and we all 
love her, and she's arriving for 
the first time today! 

THE DOCTOR 
What do you mean, "arriving"? 

PASSERBY 
She ' s never been to our humble 
planet before, you see. According 
to her emissary, she doesn't even 
know we exist! Yes, we hope to 
provide a pleasant surprise to her 
when she finally touches down. 

The Doctor, Danny and Clara exchange significant looks. 

THE DOCTOR 
When did you first find out about 
this . . . Marinda? 

PASSERBY 

Queen Marinda! Queen! And it must 
have been... oh, several weeks ago. 
The emissary came and placed an 
image of her was and suddenly we 
found a purpose! 

THE DOCTOR 

An image? 
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PASSERBY 

Yes! Oh, if you only saw the image, 
then you would be as enchanted as 
we all were! 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes... that's probably right. Why 
don't we go see the image, eh? 

Clara and Danny nod. 

PASSERBY 
Yes, go see, it's in the town 
square. Maybe then you'll want to 
help us out and prepare for her 
arrival instead of chatting up 
every busy and important person you 
see. Good day! 

The passerby walks off. 

The trio begin walking towards the town square. 

DANNY 

So this sounds like the Mirror, 
yeah? 

THE DOCTOR 
Must be. Reflect an image of 
someone in the Mirror and you 
implant the idea of them into a 
population. 

CLARA 

So this Velt character was really 
working for Marinda the whole time? 

THE DOCTOR 
Looks like it. She must be a piece 
of work. 

DANNY 

Well, we have to make sure it is 
the Mirror first - 

He gets cut off when they round the corner and see the 
Alchemist's Mirror sitting in the town square. 

It's huge, dominating the entire area. In its surface shines 
the image of a pretty woman - Marinda. 

THE DOCTOR 
Don't think there's any doubt now. 
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DANNY 

He just left it out in the open? 

THE DOCTOR 
More effective that way, probably. 

CLARA 

Doctor, how are we going to get it 
back? 

THE DOCTOR 
I can grab it with the TARDIS's 
tractor beam, it shouldn't be a 
problem unless he shows up - 

A furor suddenly comes over the crowd gathered in the town 
square, as they see something in the sky. 

The Doctor, Danny and Clara look to where they're pointing, 
and see Velt's ship rapidly approaching. 

CLARA 

Maybe we should just stop talking, 
maybe then things would stop 
happening. 

THE DOCTOR 
Hide in the crowd! 

The three duck into the crowd as Velt's ship lands in the 
town square. 

A hush falls on the crowd. 

The ship's cockpit opens up, and Velt hops out, then offers a 
hand to Marinda herself, stepping out. 

The gathered crowd breaks the silence, roaring in delight. 

VELT 

Silence! 1 1 

Velt's voice cuts through the crowd and once again hushes 
them. 

VELT ( CONT ' D ) 
Bow to your Queen. 

At once, the masses fall to their knees. 

The Doctor, Danny and Clara are a bit slow on the uptake and 
awkwardly scramble down in order to blend in. 



Velt appears to notice this, and looks at them suspiciously. 
He's too far from them to say anything for sure, and before 
he can get a closer look Marinda finally speaks up. 

MARINDA 
Velt, what is this? 

Velt's attention is diverted; he goes to his knee and takes 
Marinda 's hand. 

VELT 

This was all for you, Marinda. A 
sign of my dedication. 

MARINDA 
Wh... what? 

VELT 

You. . . Marinda, you are a queen to 
me, and so I decided to make you a 
queen. These people, they are your 
willing subjects now. 

Marinda looks out at the crowd, mortified and scared. 

MARINDA 

Why? 

Velt is undeterred and plows ahead. 

VELT 

Because I've always loved you, 
Marinda! Will you. . . will you go 
out with me? 

The Doctor, Danny and Clara are thunderstruck. 

MARINDA 

What?! Velt... what did you do? Did 
you do something to these people? 

VELT 

Yes, I did! For you! Look how they 
love you! 

(to crowd) 
Show her! 

The crowd erupts in a chant. 

CROWD 
(as one) 

All hail Queen Marinda! All hail 
Queen Marinda! All - 



Velt holds up a hand to stop them. He turns to Marinda again. 

VELT 

This kind of dedication is only the 
start of what you can expect, 
Marinda, if you would only do me 
the honor of... being my... 
girlfriend. 

He awkwardly trails off. 

Marinda looks around at everything - the Mirror showing a 
huge image of her face, the adoring throng of people, and 
Velt. 

MARINDA 

You... did all this... to ask me 

out? 

DANNY 
(whispers to Clara) 
He did all this to ask her out? 

MARINDA 

Again? 

CLARA 
(whispers to Danny) 

Eep. 

MARINDA 

Velt, I said I just wanted to be 
your friend, remember? 

VELT 
Ye. . . uh. . . so - 

MARINDA 
You can't keep doing this! I 
thought blowing up a solar system 
to spell out "PROM" was excessive, 
but now - 

Clara stands up and yells . 

CLARA 

You mind-controlled a whole 
population of people to worship 
someone without her consent? I 



Silence. 
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CLARA (CONT'D) 
Or the people whose minds you 
controlled, obviously, you know. . . 
need their consent too... 

PASSERBY 

Nonsense! We love Queen Marinda! 
CROWD 

Yeah ! ! I 

Velt waves his hands to quiet them. 

VELT 

Wait, wait, you were with the 
Doctor! 

CLARA 

Oh, er . . . 

The Doctor's voice comes from behind Velt. 

THE DOCTOR 
Don't worry, Clara, I already took 
his screwdriver! 

Velt grabs around his waist, looking for the screwdriver, and 
then turns around to come face-to-face with the Doctor. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
You should never ask anyone on a 
date when you have something 
sticking out of your back pocket, 
that's why I never do it. 

VELT 

Doctor - ! 

THE DOCTOR 
Oh, stow it, you sad lump, she 
doesn't like you and she's probably 
not going to even want to be your 
friend after this whole stunt. 

VELT 
(turns around) 
Marinda. . . 

Beat . 



VELT (CONT'D) 
What's, urn, your answer? To my. 
question? 



MARINDA 
Velt... this was so extreme! 



VELT 

But yes, or no? 

MARINDA 
No! Velt, I - 

VELT 

What?! 

MARINDA 

No. 

VELT 

I can't believe it, after all I - I 
was always there for you! You 
know? ! Every time you broke up with 
some arse, I was there listening to 
you whinge about them - 

MARINDA 

So I should go out with you in 
return? 

VELT 

Well. . . 
He considers his response. 

VELT ( CONT ' D ) 

. . .yeah? 
She slaps him. 

He reels, and rubs his face. 

VELT ( CONT ' D ) 
You absolute - 

THE DOCTOR 
Every single thing that you are 
thinking of doing or saying right 
now, don't. 

Clara and Danny walk up. 

CLARA 

You gave us this whole huge 
runaround and almost killed the 
whole human race just to get a 
bloody date! 
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MARINDA 

He what? 

CLARA 

Yeah, that Mirror, right there, 
really important to our continued 
survival as a species. 

If Marinda's look of horror and anger at Velt can get worse, 
it does. 

DANNY 

Doctor, what happens when we take 
this? 

(points to crowd) 
What ' 11 happen to them? 

THE DOCTOR 
It'll eventually fade from their 
minds, they'll be fine. We just 
need to take it back. 

VELT 

Oh, no, you don't! 

The Doctor shoots an exasperated look at Velt. 

THE DOCTOR 
There's nothing you can do anymore, 
you silly ponce. 

VELT 

I- I will try - with all my powers 
and cunning to thwart you in this 
endeavor - 

Velt is grabbed behind from Danny and wheeled around. 

DANNY 

Mate, am I gonna have to punch you 
in the face for the future of 
humanity? 

VELT 

I will never - 

Danny threateningly lifts a fist. 

VELT (CONT'D) 
Okay, okay! Take the Mirror and go 
already! 

Danny roughly lets him go. 
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DANNY 

We should get to the TARDIS, then, 
Doctor. 

Danny and the Doctor leave. Clara giggles and points to Danny 
as he goes. 

CLARA 
That's my boyfriend. 

Marinda smiles and nods . 

VELT 

Where are you going?! I'm just 
suddenly not a threat anymore? This 
- this is typical! I... 

MARINDA 
(to Clara) 
Do you think it would be immoral to 
use my power over this mass of 
people for just one little thing? 

CLARA 
Depends, what? 

MARINDA 

I'm going to throw him in jail. 

CLARA 
Oh yeah, do that. 

MARINDA 
(to crowd) 
SUBJECTS ! ! ! 

The crowd turns their attention to her. 

MARINDA (CONT'D) 
This man, right here, has... 
displeased me... mightily. As you 
can see, from the, uh. . . 
demonstration that just took place. 
Arrest him and throw him in jail! 

CROWD 

Yeah ! ! ! 

Someone from the crowd speaks up. 

PASSERBY 

Lady Marinda, we have no jail here! 
Marinda mouths "no jail?" 



MARINDA 

Well, then... construct a jail and - 
Clara pulls her back. 

CLARA 

No, no, that's definitely too far. 

MARINDA 
(to crowd) 
Do not! Construct a jail! Urn! 
...Find a building and use it as a 
makeshift jail! 

Marinda looks for approval to Clara, who nods. 

MARINDA (CONT'D) 
(to crowd) 
That is my final order! 

CROWD 

Yeah ! ! I 

The crowd grabs Velt - he struggles but is powerless 
resist as they all carry him off. 

MARINDA 

Oh, I'm no good at telling people 
what to do, I'm glad you were here. 

CLARA 

It's what I live for. 

We hear the TARDIS whooshing noise. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
And there ' s the boys . Time to get 
this Mirror back to where it 
belongs ! 

MARINDA 

Oh, urn - 

CLARA 

Hm? 

MARINDA 

It's, well, I... need a ride. 



Clara smiles. 



INT. TARDIS 



The Doctor, Danny, Clara and Marinda are all gathered on the 
TARDIS as it sets down. 

MARINDA 

Thank you so much for giving me a 
lift back. 

THE DOCTOR 
"Lift"? I'll have you know the 
TARDIS is an ancient and incredibly 
powerful spaceship - 

Clara shushes him. 

CLARA 
We're happy to help. 

DANNY 

Marinda, you seem like a good 
person, you deserve better than 
that Velt . Glad you turned him 
down. 

MARINDA 

Thank you. To be honest, there is 
someone. . . 

Clara and Danny raise their eyebrows. 

MARINDA (CONT'D) 
...oh, but he doesn't even know I 
exist. I couldn't. 

The Doctor takes out the stolen sonic screwdriver that used 
to be Velt's. 

THE DOCTOR 
There's just a little bit of power 
left in this. 

He gives it to Marinda. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Give him a big light show. Make 
sure he knows. Eh? 



Marinda nods . 



MARINDA 

Thank you. 



She turns and walks out the door, then gives them one last 
wave . 

MARINDA (CONT'D) 
Good luck with your planet! 

The Doctor, Danny, and Clara's faces fall. 

THE DOCTOR 
Yes... we'll do that. 

Marinda shuts the doors . 

The Doctor walks back to the console, turning knobs and 
flipping switches. 

DANNY 

Doctor, do you know what we're 
going to do? 

THE DOCTOR 
We need to show the Mirror a light. 
A fire. So it can transmit the idea 
of light back to the human race. If 
humans get that and remember the 
light, that will cause a positive 
feedback loop of ideas and reality 
that will restart the Sun. 

CLARA 

They don't know what light looks 
like already? 

THE DOCTOR 
No. When Velt stole all the lights 
in the entire world, people stopped 
being able to remember light. You 
saw what happened. Riots. Chaos. 
Dread. We need to show people light 
again, and to do that, we just need 
to give it a little jump. 

Clara still looks unconvinced at this explanation, but 
doesn't say anything. 

DANNY 
We won't have long. 

THE DOCTOR 
Eight minutes... I'll take us back 
right after the Sun went out. 
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DANNY 
That... will be hot. 

The Doctor presses a switch. 

THE DOCTOR 
There. Threw up the environmental 
bubble. We'll be fine. 

The TARDIS lands. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Our stop. Better hurry. 

CUT TO: 



INT. CORE OF THE SUN 

The center of the Sun is a giant, dark cavern. As the Doctor, 
Clara and Danny exit, they see the Alchemist's Mirror sitting 
there. 

THE DOCTOR 
The Mirror survived the trip, good. 

DANNY 
Really stuffy here. 

THE DOCTOR 
We're in the center of the Sun. 
"Stuffy" is about as good as we're 
going to get. P.E., lighter. 

DANNY 

What? 

THE DOCTOR 
You still have your lighter, right? 
Click it, hold it up to the Mirror. 

Danny feels around for his lighter. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Hurry, hurry! 

Danny feels faster. 

He finds it and pulls it out. Several clicks. 

DANNY 
Oh, no. Doctor. 



THE DOCTOR 

What?! 

The Doctor looks at Danny's lighter. It's still dark - flame 
with no light. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
Give me that. 

The Doctor takes it and tries to light it. When the fire 
bursts out, it's still dark. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
The light. It's been stolen from 
our minds . That ' s why this happens . 
We were there when Velt took the 
light, so. . . 

DANNY 

...I can't remember the light? 

Danny thinks for a moment. 

DANNY (CONT'D) 
(horrified) 
I can't. 

THE DOCTOR 
Nor can I. It's just... I can't 
visualize it. Nothing's coming up. 
It's like... sand, escaping through 
my fingers. 

DANNY 

What are we going to do? 

THE DOCTOR 
I don't know... this might be it. 

The Doctor, Danny, and Clara look at the giant Mirror, lost. 

CUT TO: 



EXT. EARTH - VARIOUS LOCATIONS - DAY 

On Earth, families gather together in the dark, holding each 
other for comfort. 

People lay dying in the street in car wrecks . 



Schoolchildren and cops and government officials all solemnly 
watch the darkened Sun in the sky, knowing that their time is 
running out. 

CUT TO: 



INT. CORE OF THE SUN 
Clara grabs the lighter. 

CLARA 

Doctor. 

THE DOCTOR 

Clara? 

CLARA 

Remember I jump-started the TARDIS? 

THE DOCTOR 
Clara, what - 

CLARA 

Remember why I could even do that? 
I wasn't there when its power got 
stolen, remember? 

The Doctor stares at Clara, nonplussed. 

CLARA (CONT'D) 
Well - I wasn't there when the 
light got stolen either, was I? 

THE DOCTOR 
. . .weren't you? 

CLARA 

No! You and I were off Earth when 
it happened, and you went back in 
time to when it did happen, so that 
leaves me. 

THE DOCTOR 
You haven't had your memory of the 
light stolen! 

CLARA 

Exactly! And here I was wondering 
what you two were prattling on 
about. I know what light looks 
like, of course I do! 
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Clara clicks the lighter and it bursts to life - and it 
glows. Real, warm light floods the area. 

DANNY 

That's it! Doctor, that's it! 
That's how it is! Oh, my God, it's 
beautiful . 

THE DOCTOR 
Clara! Before we run out of time! 
Take that and hold it up to the 
Mirror! Focus on that light! Think 
of it - throw the idea in there ! 

Clara holds up the light to the Mirror. It shines in the 
surface. 

CUT TO: 



EXT. EARTH - VARIOUS LOCATIONS - DAY 

Back on Earth, in the wasteland, the Mirror's other side 
shines . 

Strange particles flow outward and begin to spread across the 
Earth. 

The family gathered together, the people in the street, the 
schoolchildren and the cops are all covered with the 
particles - and as they are covered, their eyes seem to light 
up. Serenity and wonder returns to their faces. 

As this happens, strings of light begin to flow through them 
back into the Mirror. 

CUT TO: 



INT. CORE OF THE SUN 

Clara still holds up the lighter. Suddenly, the Sun begins to 
light up. Fires begin to burn. 

THE DOCTOR 
It's happening. It's happening!

Danny hugs her. 

DANNY 

That's my girlfriend. 
They all walk into the TARDIS. 

CUT TO: 



EXT. STREET - DAY 

The TARDIS materializes on Clara's street. Clara opens the 
doors and looks out. 

CLARA 
Sun's shining! 

Danny looks out. 

DANNY 
Wow, that is . . . 

He yawns . 

DANNY (CONT'D) 
(sleepy) 
...great... I am so tired! 

CLARA 

Whaaaat? You could have done that 
while the Sun was gone. 

DANNY 

Well, I want to take a nap. Let's 
go to your flat. 
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CLARA 

Oh, fine. You big baby. Doctor, 
we're leaving! Thanks for the ride! 

The Doctor is leaning against the TARDIS console. 

THE DOCTOR 
It's an ancient and incredib - 

Clara shoots him a skeptical look. 

THE DOCTOR (CONT'D) 
...you're welcome. 

Danny walks up to the Doctor and offers him his hand. 

DANNY 

Thanks for all your help, Doctor. 
It was... interesting to finally 
travel with you. 

THE DOCTOR 
Don't make a habit of it. 

DANNY 

I'll leave that to Clara. 
Danny's hand is still extended. 

The Doctor doesn't seem to get it, so he drops it. 

Danny and Clara walk out of the TARDIS as it dematerializes 
behind them. 

Clara embraces Danny and they affectionately stroll together. 

CLARA 

You did good helping the Doctor, 
Danny. 

DANNY 

Thanks , but I only did what I had 
to to keep you safe. 

CLARA 

You're sweet. I hope Marinda finds 
someone sweet, too, you know? 

DANNY 

Someone who won't destroy humanity 
to ask someone out? Yeah, I think 
we all at least deserve someone who 
clears that low... low bar. 



Clara laughs. 



CUT TO: 



INT. HOUSE - NIGHT 

Marinda is pulling someone's sleeve and running. 

MARINDA 

Come on, come on, I have to show 
you something! 

DENNA 
Okay! What is it? 

They bust out of the house and look out into the night sky. 

DENNA (CONT'D) 

Well? 

MARINDA 

Watch. 

Marinda points the sonic screwdriver to the sky and presses a 
button. 

A fireworks show bursts out of it - brilliant patterns and 
crisscrossing lights. 

Denna laughs . 

DENNA 

Wow. 

MARINDA 

Denna, there's something I want to 
ask you. 

DENNA 

Yeah? 

Across the way, the Doctor is watching them. 

He sees a brief conversation. Marinda looks nervous, and then 
Denna looks excited. They both embrace. He definitely said 
yes . 

The Doctor smiles and closes the TARDIS. It dematerializes . 

Marinda hears the TARDIS noise and looks over at it. She 
smiles and turns back to Denna. 

Above their heads, the light show goes on.
